The new site makes it easier to access many of the frequently used reference tools, such as the summary file 3 profiles 
for cities, counties, library districts, and school districts. Historical data has also been improved, due to the addition of 
more intuitive links.

American Community Survey Update 

The American Community Survey (ACS) received a $146 million allocation from an omnibus spending bill recently 
passed by Congress. Funding for the ACS was in jeopardy this fall, and the $146 allocation is actually $19 million below 
the original request. While the allocation is good news, the amount means that group quarters (e.g. college dorms, military 
barracks, nursing homes, etc.) will not be included in the 2005 ACS. The ACS will continue for another year, leading to 
better data for planners, researchers, and others. For more information on the ACS, go to 
http://www.census.gov/acs/www/index.html.

The Longitudinal Employer-Household Dynamics (LEHD) program 

The Longitudinal Employer-Household Dynamics (LEHD) program is an innovative system combining administrative 
data on employers and employees with core demographic data to produce new local statistics on workers and their 
industries. 

The flagship product — Quarterly Workforce Indicators (QWI) — includes measures of employment, turnover, job 
creation and loss, and earnings by industry and by age and sex of worker. Available at the local level — for counties, 
places, workforce investment areas, etc. — this data set makes it possible for workers and workforce boards to better 
understand where the jobs are and what training is needed and for businesses and economic development agencies to 
assess workforce availability and pay.

Missouri Population Approaches 5.8 Million 

Missouri’s population continues to grow at a considerable pace, according to new population estimates released on 
December 22. The July 1, 2004 population estimate for the state was just under 5.8 million. Since last year, the state has 
grown by over 35,000 persons, and since the last census on April 1, 2000, the state has grown by about 158,000 persons— 
a growth of 2.8%. Most of the growth was due to a natural increase (births minus deaths), but it also was due to 
international and domestic net in-migration. 

Missouri population estimates are prepared in the years between censuses by the Census Bureau through a cooperative 
program with the State Demographer in the Office of Administration. The estimates are based on the last census and are 
updated with demographic procedures using administrative data such as birth and death records, Medicare enrollees, and 
institutional survey results.
